Trust and Guaranty company, is an 
embezzler of the amount of .$48,000. 


The folk)wing statement has been 


issued by the ban?<: 


"On Thursday evening, Dec. 14. 


1899, the president and secretary of 
this company were advised that Mr. 
Fred L. Newton, one of its trusted 
employes and who had been acting 
as bookkeeper and paying teller, was 
a defaulter. 


"A prompt examination disclosed 


the fact that Newton's cash was short 
to the extent of precisely $48,000. 
The Trust company held the bond 
of the American Surety company in 
the amount of.$10,000. The surety 
company was at once notified of the 
defalcation and on the 18th day. of 
Decembefj 1899,'the surety company 
paid the 310,000, being the amount 
of its bondj leaving the trust com- 
pany with a loss of precisely $38,000.

Jt is the sort'of success that may 
well be called dazzling. Although 
barely past thirty 
years 
of age, 


Wood is a major general, occupying 
the most' important post, with one 
exception, in the gift of^the war de- 
partment.. Less than two years ago 
he was a. plain assistant army sur- 
geon, with the rank of captain. 
In- 


deed, his rank in the regular army 
is still that of captain.' When he be- 
cfime colonel of the Rgugty Riders in 
May 1808, lie was ' absolutely un- 
known 
outside 
of 
his 
circle of. 


friends in the army nnd in Washing- 
ton. 
His 
brilliant 
dash at Las 


Gunsimas made him a brigadier gen- 
eral and the fight of San Juan hill, 
ill which he commanded a brigade, 
brought him the governorship of the 
city of Santiago. Here his remark- 
able activenecs in the 
quelling of 


riots, the feeding of thousands of 
starving Cubans, in street cleaning, 
in fumigating, in battling with di- 
sease, made his fame even in Great 
Britain, and brought him the gov- 
ernorship of the entire province of 
Santiago, together with an appoint- 
ment of major general, 
which he

And only the other day he was again 
made a major general and assigned 
to the chair in which Weylev sat so 
long at the palace in Havana.
